The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The closest prior art, Yano (6,740,590) only discloses a slurry comprising 
four of applicants six components. In contrast the comparative testing set forth in the 
declaration, filed 6/20/2006, demonstrates the omission of any one of the six 
components would produce the inferior property of dishing, the declaration also showed 
and no dishing would occur when all six of the components were included in the 
composition.
